Electric Pumps 
for Farm Use 


Efficiency of 
Pumps Greatly 
Aids Farmers 


Electrically 
operated 
pumps 
for 


farm use are shallow well pumps, 
deep well pumps, and jet pumps, ac- 
cording to Oliver L. Adams, county 
agent. 


Shallow well pumps arc the cheap- 


est type, and the farmer who can 
use one is fortunate, because their 
performance is just as satisfactory as 
that of other types. This pump docs 
not have to be located directly over 
the well, but if. is usually desirable 
that the pump be installed so that it 
can pump from the bottom of the 
well. However, the pump must not be 
more than 20 to 25 feet above the bot- 
tom of the well. 


Deep well pumps, which are more 


expensive ,may bo obtained for wells 
of any depth. Their biggest disad- 
vantage, however, is that they must 
be located directly over the well, 
since part of the mechanism is placed 
in the well, A pump house over the 
well is necessary. 


Jet pumps combine some of the ad- 


vantages of each of the other two 
types. They need not be located di- 
rectly over the well, yet they can 
pump water from depths greater than 
25 feel. However, the efficiency of a 
jet pump decreases rapidly as the 
depth to the water gets greater. It is 
probably not economical to use them 
where the depth to water is more than 
65 to 70 feet. 
For greater depths it 


is more economical to build a pump 
house over the well and use an ordi- 
nary deep well pump. Jet pumps arc 
recommended by the University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture for 
wells that are between 25 to 70 feet 
deep, and which are so situated that 
it is not convenient to locate the pump 
directly over the well.

Edythe Farrell, who dishes up pieces

Gazette's editor's chair, says she's a 
frustrated woman. 


By Broadway standards she is n 


success. Since she became cdilcr of 
the Gazette throe years ago, -vhen 
she was only 25, its IMS circulation of 
•18,000 has quadrupled. But that has 
not satisfied her. What she longs to do 
is write the Great American Novel. 


When 1 went to sec her the other 


day, she came 
zooming 
into hoi- 


Broadway office in a red-barred white 
suit, molded to a well-molded figure. 
Eyes, curls and the bow that held 
them were all a crackling black. She 
tossed her big white hat on a table 
sat down in the big swivel desk chair, 
tucked one /oot under her and let 
fly. 


'What anybody wants to write about 


me for is more than I know. Suvo I'm 
the editor of the Police Gazette — 
though nobody but a few 
people 


around here ever believe it. Sure I 
fiet a kick out of it. I love to have 
things going on. But what I really 
want to do is write a book—realistic 
stuff. 
I can't bresk the bigtimc, 


though, so I break the small-time. I 
think the pulps are the only field 111 
:ver crack." 


La Farrell, born and educated in 


New York, started writing for pulp 
paper magazines when she was 14. She 
sold her first piece for ?7..'/fl "and spent, 
it all on such forbidden fruit »s sodas 
and the movies.' Stories rolled out 
of her typewriter fast after that and at 
18 Miss Farrell had a pulp paper 
job giving advice to the lovelorn. 


She left that to marry a serious 


young New York chemist, who insists 
on remaining nameless whenever his 
wife's job with the Police Gazette is 
mentioned. After tbe birth of a daugh- 
ter she concentrated on domesticity. 
That proved to be her first big frus- 
tration. 


"I was the world's worst 
house- 


keeper," she said. Believe me I was 
a mess. I used to sit and brood about 
the writing I wasn't getting done and 
my weight went down to 96 pounds." 


No telling how long that might have 


jone on had the chemist husband not 
met with an accident. One night he 
walked in his sleep, crashed through 
a window onto a fire escape and was 
injured. 
While he was in the hos- 


pital, Miss Farrell took matters back 
into her own little white hands. She 
banged out a piece with her usual 
speed and took it to an editor who 
handed it back with the words: "That's 
strictly Police Gazette." 


So La Farrell took her piece to the 


Gazette and has been there ever since. 
She began by dummying an adver- 
tisement and eight months later she 
landed in the editor's chair. There- 
after the circulation began to climb. 


'The reason for it," she says, "is 


that we went back to the files of the 
gay. nineties, when tbe paper was 
going strong, and copied ideas from 
those old issues. Stories on burlesque 
queens in tights, crime and nil that. 
The idea came from the publisher- 
Harold Roswell—-not from me. 
The 


only thing I take credit for is that I 
did it cleverly. I look the heads from 
the old issues of the gay nineties and 
wrote stories to fit. It's all the same 
baloney—and it's still good." 


She works like a whirlwind. Fills 


several pages in the pink 
gazette 


every month—chiefly with stories of 
strip-tease queens, whom she inter- 
views in their dressing rooms, while 
they undress. Mulls over her stories 
till she gets just the angle she wants. 
Scribbles her ideas with lipstick or 
eyebrow pencil if she hasn't a pen- 
cil with her. Wakes her husband up 
in the middle of the night and says: 
"Get up and write this head." 


That brings up her first frustration. 


Her husband won't let her talk about 
her work in public. He tells people

Death of Harrison 
Leaves Post in 
Senate

WASHINGTON-The President has 


hung out a new sign. It reads: "Help 
Wanted—A liaison man in the Senate." 


The death of kindly, soft-spoken and 


well-beloved Sen. Pat Harrison, pres- 
ident pro tern of the Senate, has so 
further thinned the ranks of loyal 
senators that the administration re- 
portedly is getting a little frantic 
about what to do for leadership in 
the upper chamber. 


It isn't that there aren't some men 


remaining who can be counted on to 
line up on the right side of the aisle 
when the chips are being counted. The 
administration still has a substantial 
majority as long as the fight is just 
n skirmish between Democrats and 
Republicans. But when it develops in- 
to a knock-down-and-drag-out, who's 
going to give the signals, call the plays, 
and keep the boys from getting off- 
side? 


Sen. James F. Byrnes—the greatest 


contact man the President ever has 
had on the Hill—has moved up to the 
Supreme Court. Pat Harrison is gone 
to an even higher tribunal. 


I've combed the cloakrooms and 


listened to the rumors. There's hard- 
ly any one you could point to and say 
he's the next President's man. 


George Already Busy 


Sen. Walter F. George, of Georgia, 


might be the next President pro tern, 
but Senator George, as chairman of 
the foreign relations committee, al- 
ready has his hands full. "President 
pro tern" never was meant to be any- 
thing more than an honorary job any- 
way and it is only when some senator 
not otherwise in a key position can I 
be given that post that it means any- j 
thing. 
j 


As for a real "liaison man" (really 


an ananymous job, because neither 
legally nor politically is there any 
such 
official 
title,) the men most 


prominently mentioned arc Sen. Tom 
Connelly, of Texas; Sen. Scott W. 
Lucas, of Illinois, and Sen, Lister Hill, 
of Alabama. 


Measured by the political stature 


of ."Jimmy" Byrnes, all of these men 
fall far short. None of them could be 
counted on to take a tough assign- 
ment and hammer it through heart and 
soul as Byrnes did. Senators Lucas 
and Hill haven't the adroitness, the 
adroitness, the 
political skill, nor 


the popularity needed to hit in such 
pinches. Senator Connally isn't lack- 
ing in political sleight-of-hand, but 
the veteran Texas has tosed so many 
rough punches and gougings into his 
opponents that it's hard to expect 
any consideration if he should ap- 
proach them now with padded gloves. 
He hasn't been a consistent Presi- 
dent's man and being a senator of 
strong convictions, he probably could- 
n't be counted on to carry the torch 
for every White House-sponsored is- 
sue. 


There are others who might be 


mentioned—but, at this writing. Not 
seniously. Some enterprising senator 
may come forward and make his place 
in the sun, but he'll have to start 
from scratch and not holp up his 
record as testimony that he deserves 
the place. 


The best guess now is that the Pres- 


ident will struggle along without any 
liaison in the upper house, counting 
on Sen. Alben 
Barkley, 
majority 


leader, and perhaps Vice President 
Henry A. Wallace to pass along his 
off-the-record convictions, 


What About Wallace? 


Just the mention of vice President 


Wallace brings up an important point. 
From the moment he took the chair 
as president of the senate, the Vice 
President has sucked a lot of corn 
in making himself the ace of good fel- 
lows with the men who looked to 
him for recognition on the flood. Al- 
ready, be is just about kingpin of 
the gymnasium gang. He's a popular 
tennis partner with every 
senator 


who knows a net from duce. And 
his luncheons, both formal and in- 
formal, daily include from one to a 
score of the men with whom he 
worj\s. 


Just how much this means isn't 


clear yet, but some observers are say- 
ing now that it's possible, with Mr. 
Wallace in the senate chair, the Pres- 
ident won't need any other liaison 
man .

Whorf came here with a rare con-

Richard Whorf still 
is called "Dickie" by various friends 
who persist in, remembering him as 
the juvenile actor who crashed Broad- 
way in 1927 and returned as director 
and star of "Monkey1 in 1932 after 
writing 19 plays and some distinguish- 
ed adventures among the 
summer 


show-shops. 


Among others of his family (which 


he says settled in Maine in 1050) arc 
Brother Ben, distinguished chemist, 
insurance company executive and pro- 
fessor of Mayan languages at Yale, 
and Brother John, famous artist and 
protege of John Sargent. His father, 
Harry Church Whorf, also was a 
prominent painter. 


Richard was sent to Paris to become 


a sculptor instead of to George Pierce 
Baker's drama course at Harvard, but 
the theater won out. After all, the 
youngster had earned his own liv- 
ing in shows around Boston at the 
age of 14. 


His association with the Lunts na- 


turally won him the most attention. 
Critics cheered his aggressive young 
pacifist in "Idiot's Delight," whoop- 
ed at his Mercury in that earliest- 
Grecian bedroom farce, "Amphitryon 
38." When Lunt and Miss Fontaine 
took down Shakespcar's hair with 
their production of "The Taming of 
.the Shrew," they put Whorf up in 
one of the boxes as Christopher Sly, 
the besotted old bum who becomes 
a monarch for a night. Lolling there, 
burping and leering, he had a fine 
time razzing latecoming 
customers. 


He seems to be proudest, though, of 
having designed the stage sets for 
"There Shall Be No Night." He paint- 
ed most of them, too. 


Sissy-Prissy 


Most of all, Whorf wants to be a 


director. Isn't doing any writing now, 
though he says he has a few scripts 
in a trunk and hopes to flash 'em 
on the studio bosses some day. In 
him there is no trace of the precious- 
ness you'd be afraid of finding in a 
guy of his talents. He has a casual 
toughness, and as a movie actor he's 
surprised at horn easy-going every- 
body seems to be in Hollywood

Churchill Is 
War Prophet 


Writer Portrays 
England of Today 
and Yesterday

NEW YORK — As Prime Minister 


of Great Britain, Winston Churchill 
is_ fighting a war almost every detail 
cl which he foresaw, a war of which 
ie forewarned his nation as early as 
933 when he was a member of Parlia- 
ment. 


This dramatic story was revealed 


n a new, probing biography, "Mr. 
England: The Life Story of Winston 
-hurchill," by Paul Manning and Mil- 
on Bronner, just published by the 
John C. Winston Co. 


Manning and Bronner, international-

famous staff 
correspondents of 


NEA Service and Hope, Star, have 
had opportunities afforded few men 
to study and know Britain's Prime 


Minister. Mr. Bronner for many years 
had been the dean of American news- 
papermen in London prior to his re- 
turn to America, shortly after the 
outbreak of the second World War 
During his 20 years of corresponding 
m England from 1918 to 1939 he often 
worked in close contact with the 
future Prime Minister. 


Mr. Manning, as wartime chief of 


London bureau of NEA, has had the 
rare privilege of watching the in- 
defatigable Mr. Churchill lead his 
country's stirring war effort. He has 
seen him on and off guard and re- 
cently spent a week-end as a guest 
at the Churchill's country home.

As early as 1932, it is revealed in 


"Mr. England," Churchill 
warned 


Commons against Germany's demanc 
for rearmament. "That demand," he 
said, "cannot fail to shake and pos- 
sibly shatter to their foundations' 
the countries of Europe.

A year later he predicted the mass 


air attacks on London: "With our 
enormous Metropolis here, the great- 
est target in the world, a kind of 
tremendous, fat, valuable cow tied up 
to attract the beast of prey, we are 
in a position (of danger) in which i 
no other country is at the present 
time." 


In 1935 he opposed allowing Ger- 


many to expand its navy, warning 
that a strong German fleet would 
mean keeping Britain's navy close 
to the British Isles, weak at the edges 
of empire—just as the war has porved 
it to be. He shouted that "the whole 
of Germany is an armed camp and 
the industries of Germany are mobil- 
ized for war." This was in 1935. 


Cnllcd Bases in Ireland 


Essential 


Six months later, urging no furth- 


er concessions to Germany, he predict- 
ed that war would involve "the Baltic 
States, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Aus- 
tria and some other countries.' ' 


In 1938 he pleaded with the gov- 


ernment not to lose control of Irish 
jases, calling them "essential bases 
from which the whole operation of 
hunting submarines and protecting 
incoming convoys is conducted." 


Each of these warnings, pleadings 


and prophesies went unheeded, as Mr. 
Eronner and Mr. Manning dramatical- 
ly point out in "Mr. England." And 
now Churchill is fighting a war that 
is bitterly fulfilling his most ominous 
forebodings. 


Milton Bronner served his news- 


paper apprenticeship in Cincinnati, 
went to New York as a correspon- 
dent for a group of mid-western 
newspapers. NEA Service sent him to 
Washington to cover the first World 
War and he lias returned there, after 
20 years in London, in the present 
conflict in a similiar capacity. 


Paul Manning formerly was a mem- 


ber of the staff of Life Magazine. 
tie joined NEA Service in July, 1939, 
"irst serving as rotogravure editor then 
as head of NEA's Every Week Mag- 
azine. He was assigned to manage the 
MEA London Bureau in June, 1940. 
His personalized pen-pictures of life 
n wartime England, which appear 
regularly in Hope Star, have won 
lim recognition as one of the dis- 
tinguished correspondents of the pres- 
ent war. 


The Manning-Bronner book was in- 


spired by a series of colorful "hu- 
man interest" stories about Churchill 
which appeared—also under the title 
of "Mr. England"—in NEA Service 
and its client newspapers.
